U.S. brothel mogul 
wants his bunnies 
in Alberta cities 


Targeting oil men. 
'They are still illegal in 
Canada’: Councillor 



Nevada brothel mogul Denis 
Hof sees opportunity in re- 
source-rich Alberta, but it’s not 
the province’s oil he’s after. 

Owner of the Moonlite 
Bunny Ranch chain, Hof said 
Edmonton and Calgaiy are on 
his list of top five Canadian cit¬ 
ies to open up a Bunny Ranch. 

“There’s no question that 
the oil is a factor,” said Hof. 
“You’ve got a bunch of hard¬ 
working guys — they’re like 
the miners in the 1850s in Nev¬ 
ada. These are tough guys that 
are out there working. They’re 
making a lot of money and they 
want to spend it.” 


The owner of seven Bunny 
Ranches in Nevada, Hof said 
he’s aware of the Supreme 
Court of Canada’s decision to 
strike down this countiy’s cur¬ 
rent prostitution laws as uncon¬ 
stitutional. 

Once new legislation is 
penned, Hof said it’ll be up to 
municipalities to see how the 
new rules are handled on a lo¬ 
cal level. 

“They could put all sorts 
of rules on this ... if they go, 
‘We’ve decided we only want 
this to be in an industrial area 
and you can only operate from 
3-9 p.m.,’ then we aren’t going 
to do that,” he added. 

While Edmonton may be 
a prime location for the next 
Bunny Ranch, Ward 12 coun¬ 
cillor Amarjeet Sohi said it’s 
unlikely residents will see a 
brothel move into the city any 
time soon. 

“They are still illegal in Can¬ 
ada,” Sohi said. “I don’t know

how one can open an illegal 
business in our city for which 
the licence would not be grant¬ 
ed.” 

Unlike body-rub parlours, 
which are legal in Edmonton, 
a brothel falls under a different 
categoiy, said Sohi. 

“It’s a legal work that hap¬ 
pens in the body-rub centres,” 
he added. 

As the federal government 
mulls changes to legislature, 
Sohi expects them to create 
regulations to control the sell¬ 
ing of sex in the country.

Alberta rolls 
the dice 


Blackjack and other table 
games will be allowed to 
operate until 3 a.m. at Alberta 
casinos starting April 1, one 
hour longer than they can 
now. 

The Alberta Gaming and 
Liquor Commission (AGLC) 
announced the changes this 
week, which would bring 
the hours for table games in 
line with the same 17-hour 
window allowed for electronic 
gaming machines. 

“A number of casino oper¬ 
ators had expressed interest to 
have the hours of casino table 
games to be identical to those 
of casino slot machines,” AGLC 
spokesperson Dan Huang said. 

It will be up to individual 
casinos to determine if they 
want to extend their table- 
game hours, Huang added. 

He said the AGLC consulted 
with casino operators as well 
as 400 charities and religious 
organizations last year before 
making the change. 

Dr. Gany Smith, a research¬ 
er with the Alberta Gambling 
Research Institute, suggested 
a broader consultation would 
have been more appropriate. 

“They really didn’t consult 
anyone but people who would 
benefit from it,” he said. 
“That’s alright, but normally 
you would consult, maybe, the 
general public.” 

Smith said the availability 
of gambling has exploded in 
Alberta in the last 20 years. 

“Calgaiy and Edmonton 
both have seven casinos,” he 
said. “Toronto has none. New 
York City has none.” 

Separate poker rooms in Al¬ 
berta casinos already operate 
24 hours a day, while the rest 
of the casino is closed.

The area around the future 
downtown arena is already 
rising in value, according to 
numbers from the City of Ed¬ 
monton. 

The assessed value of prop¬ 
erties inside the city’s commun¬ 
ity revitalization zone rose 13 
per cent last year, versus a city¬ 
wide average of 3.5 per cent. 

The levy allows the city to 


apply increased tax revenues 
from higher property assess¬ 
ments to catalyst projects de¬ 
signed to encourage develop¬ 
ment downtown, the largest 
one being the new arena. 

Coun. Scott McKeen said 
he isn’t surprised, and while it 
bodes well for the city’s CRL, he 
always assumed the levy would 
cover the projects. 

“Having studied that CRL 
fairly extensively, it was pretty 
clear to me that the city took a 
veiy conservative analysis,” he 
said. 

McKeen said he believes 
some of the growth in value 
can be attributed to the arena, 
but generally he believes it’s 
about a cultural shift. 


“We have a generation that 
is much more interested in liv¬ 
ing in the urban core, in using 
public transit, cycling and walk¬ 
ing,” he said. 

Coiy Wosnaclc, a principal 
with Avison Young, said much 
of the CRL boundaiy area in¬ 
cludes top-tier office space, 
which has seen a steady and 
consistent increase in rents. 

“The buildings right in the 
core saw the biggest change in 
the rental rates and that is the 
driver of the value,” he said. 

Wosnaclc said there have 
also been several sales of un¬ 
developed land in the core, 
which also affects the ones that 
haven’t sold. 

“That has increased the

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Wildrose Party pitches its 
municipal funding scheme 


10-10 Plan. Cities 
would get 10 per cent 
of tax revenue

Alberta’s Wildrose party is pro¬ 
posing a new funding formula 
that it says would allow cities 
and towns to better meet their 
own infrastructure needs. 

Calling it the “10/10 Com¬ 
munity Infrastructure Trans¬ 
fer,” Wildrose Leader Danielle 
Smith said Wednesday the sys¬ 
tem would see 10 per cent of 
provincial tax revenue and 10 
per cent of budget surpluses 
go to municipalities. 

The formula would see 
$1.97 billion flow to Alberta 
municipalities in 2015/16, ac¬ 
cording to Wildrose estimates, 
compared to $1.49 billion 
under the existing provincial 
system. 

“Cities like Calgaiy, cities 
like Edmonton will get the 
funding levels that they need 
without having to raise taxes

on Alberta families,” Smith 
said. 

Wildrose officials didn’t 
reveal exactly where the addi¬ 
tional money would come 
from — Smith said that would 
be forthcoming as part of 
broader budget recommenda¬ 
tions in “a couple of weeks.” 

Edmonton Coun. Scott Mc- 
Keen said the devil would be 
in the details, but he likes the 
notion of stable, predictable 
funding that municipalities 
could rely on. 

“Your LRT construction 
would never have to stop, you 
could plan it,” he said. 

“It sounds like the exact 
kind of funding formula that 


municipalities have been look¬ 
ing for forever.” 

Coun. Andrew Knack 
said his only concern would 
be around whether the city 
would see surplus cash. He 
believes with so much to build 
it could be a long time before 
Alberta sees major surpluses 
again. 

“I just don’t think we’re 
going to see that extra 10 per 
cent,” said Knack. 

Municipal Affairs Minister 
Ken Hughes responded to the 
Wildrose plan with a written 
statement. 

“The opposition talk on the 
one hand about balancing the 
budget and on the other hand 
about increasing funding to 
municipalities,” he said in the 
statement. “They have already 
pledged to cut an astonishing 
$5 billion from this year’s cur¬ 
rent budget alone.”

Ross Sheppard 
dealing with 
deficit 


A local high school is bat¬ 
tling its way back into the 
black after a $400,000 grant 
they were hoping for failed 
to materialize. 

Ross Sheppard High 
School is currently running 
a deficit of approximately 
$692,000 in large part 
because of a federal grant 
for a project around water 
conservation that they did 
not receive. 

“At the end of the day 
they didn’t receive approval 
for that grant, but they had 
already received the money 
from the district,” said 
district spokesperson Jane 
Sterling. 

Sterling said the school 
had already spent the 
funds when it discovered it 
wouldn’t get the grant. 

They lost the grant in 
2012, but the school has 
gradually been working on 
reducing it with minor cuts. 

Acting principal Rick 
Paulitsch said some of the 
smaller cuts include limit¬ 
ing things like professional 
development for staff and 
other small items, but it 
also means it will be diffi¬ 
cult for the school to experi¬ 
ment with new programs 
and classes.

Knapsack returned to family grieving loss of their son

Edmonton mother Jan 
Thorpe finally has some an¬ 
swers about her son’s death. 

Late Tuesday evening, 
the backpack of Jonathan 
Langille was returned to his 
mother less than one week 
after the 19-year-old was 
killed by stepping off the 
platform in front of an LRT 
train at Coliseum Station. 

Following the accident, 
Thorpe had made a public 
plea for help finding the 
backpack, which had been 
picked up by a bystander 
who watched as Jonathan 
took his own life. 


“The girl who took it 
called us last night,” said 
Thorpe, adding the young 
woman had heard about 
Jonathan through local 
media and reached out to 
the family. “She was very 
sorry about what hap¬ 
pened.” 


In the backpack, Thorpe 
said Jonathan had left his 
journal, which included 
some clarity about why he 
decided to take his own life. 

“He said he was over¬ 
whelmed,” she said. 

Thorpe said the family 
doesn’t plan on pressing 


charges against the young 
woman, who told Thorpe 
she was using drugs at the 
time she took the backpack, 
and hopes that she is able to 
get some help. 

“Life is very short, never 
take anyone for granted,” 
Thorpe continued. “Jona¬ 
than showed no signs. If 
you feel like you are in a 
dark place, talk to some¬ 
body.” 

The family continues to 
check Jonathan’s Faceboolc 
to share memories and stor¬ 
ies about the teen.

Creating conversation 

at U of A. Russian 
teacher wants students 
to be engaged by 
practising language 
skills via Sochi coverage

Some University of Alberta 
students are experiencing 
the Sochi Winter Olympics 
like the Russians are, but 
they’re doing it all from an 
Edmonton classroom. 

Thirteen RUSS 212 stu¬ 
dents have been reading 
and watching videos in Rus¬ 
sian to fully experience the 
Olympics, but to also prac¬ 
tise their language skills in 
the second-year Russian lan¬ 
guage course. 

Teacher Dr. Jelena Pogo- 
sjan has been getting stu¬ 
dents to watch and experi¬ 


ence Russian news coverage 
since she began teaching 
the class to help encourage 
conversations in the class¬ 
room. 

“I don’t think it’s diffi¬ 
cult. I think together with 
knowledge and practice, 
there’s a little window for 
culture as well,” she said. 

Students have chosen a 
sport in the Olympics to fol¬ 
low and report on for indi¬ 
vidual class presentations. 
They will then have to write 
an essay using the Russian 
alphabet, which Pogosjan 
expects many of the stu¬ 
dents will write by hand be¬ 
cause the foreign language’s 
alphabet is so intricate. 

Culture is a major com¬ 
ponent of the class to al¬ 
low students to build con¬ 
fidence in their skills and 
encourage classroom con¬ 
versations. Movies, history 
and music are all discussed 
within the RUSS 212 class¬ 
room walls. 

Students in her course 
last year had to follow the

Despite living in Edmonton 
since 2008, Rwanda native 
Jean-Dedieu Hakizimana said 
the city’s bitter winters are still 
a challenge. 

For the last 25 years, refu¬ 
gee students from around the 
world, just like Hakizimana, 
have braved Edmonton’s 
weather for the chance to at¬ 
tend the University of Alberta’s 
Student Refugee Program free 
of charge. 

Having fled Rwanda as a 
child, Hakizimana spent 10 
years in a Malawi refugee camp 
before he moved to Canada 
and enrolled at the U of A. 

“So far so good, but it’s 
cold you know,” laughed 
Hakizimana, a third-year stu¬ 
dent who is planning on get¬ 
ting his master’s degree in

Income splitting exposes 
rift among Conservatives 



A transgender woman from 
London, England who was in¬ 
itially held in a men’s jail after 
being detained over an appar¬ 
ent immigration issue is to re¬ 
turn home Thursday. 

Her girlfriend tweets that 
Aveiy Edison will take a flight 
back to the U.K. from Toronto’s 
Pearson airport following a de¬ 
cision that was made at an im¬ 
migration hearing. 

Edison had tweeted she was 
detained by the Canada Border 
Services Agency after landing 
in Toronto Monday, which she 
suspected was due to previous¬ 
ly overstaying her student visa. 

But she said that despite be¬ 
ing listed as female on her pass¬ 
port she was sent to Maplehurst 
Correctional Centre in Milton, 
Ont. — a jail for males — while 
awaiting a hearing. 

A Maplehurst official con¬ 
firmed late Tuesday that Edison 
had been moved to a facility for 
women. 

Her girlfriend Romy Sug- 
den, who lives in Toronto, had 
earlier tweeted that jail staff 
told her Edison was sent to the

male facility because she has 
male genitalia. 

Edison wrote that the pros¬ 
pect of being sent to a male 
facility, where she believed she 
would be “a potential target for 
sex attacks,” was “terrifying.” 

In a Wednesday tweet, Sug¬ 
den said Edison is being sent 
home without a travel restric¬ 
tion that would prevent her 
from visiting Canada in the 
future. 

“Apart from being able to 
take her home & let the visit 
proceed as planned, this is the 
best possible outcome. I’m 
thrilled,” Sugden tweeted.

Tensions. Powerful 
Tory ministers make 
contradictory statements 
on Harper campaign 
promise — but who 
spoke out of turn? 


Two of the most powerful 
men in the Conservative cab¬ 
inet have openly contradicted 
one another on a key cam¬ 
paign promise — a split that 
speaks to the different ideolo¬ 
gies and allegiances in the 
Toiy caucus. 

Finance Minister Jim 
Flaherty started the ball roll¬ 
ing Wednesday by candidly 
questioning the wisdom of ex¬ 
panding income splitting for 
Canadian families. 

During the 2011 elec¬ 
tion, Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper promised to bring in 
the measure once the fed¬ 
eral books were balanced. Al¬ 
lowing couples with children 


to split their income would 
mean parents could pool their 
income together in order to 
qualify for a lower tax brack¬ 
et. 

“I would pay down public 
debt and reduce taxes more, 
myself, but I am only one 
person,” Flaherty said in a 


post-budget interview before 
the Ottawa Chamber of Com¬ 
merce. 

But Employment Minis¬ 
ter Jason Kenney insisted the 
campaign promise would 
be kept, a sentiment echoed 
by Treasury Board President 
Tony Clement. 


“We made a platform com¬ 
mitment to introduce income 
splitting when we get to a 
balanced budget; we’ll get to 
a balanced budget next year, 
that’s veiy clear,” Kenney said. 

So who spoke out of turn? 
Flaherty or Kenney? 

One senior Conservative 
suggested Harper actually has 
his own reservations about 
income splitting. The Toiy 
suggested social conservatives 
within the party would be 
more in favour of such a plan 
because it appeals to trad¬ 
itional families where only 
one parent works. 

Other Conservatives specu¬ 
lated that Flaherty is feeling 
free to speak his mind be¬ 
cause he has one foot out the 
door. 

There have been tensions 
between Flaherty and Kenney 
recently over Toronto Mayor 
Rob Ford. Flaherty is a friend 
of Ford’s, and reacted angrily 
when Kenney called on Ford 
to step down.

Terror case. Reliability 
of audio surveillance 
transcript questioned 


A lawyer for accused terrorist 
Khurram Syed Sher pressed a 
police detective Wednesday 
on the reliability of a tran¬ 
script of a key meeting be¬ 
tween Sher and two alleged 
co-conspirators. 

In Ontario Superior Court, 
defence lawyer Michael Edel- 
son peppered Det. Mireille 
Clement with questions 
about how she prepared the 
transcription from secret au¬ 
dio surveillance of a discus¬ 
sion at an Ottawa home. 

During the July 20, 2010, 
meeting, Sher seems to ex¬ 
press a desire to arrange over¬ 
seas tactical training through 
a Pakistani man who claimed 
to be with the Taliban. 

Clement was part of an 
Integrated National Security 
Enforcement Team that con¬ 
ducted extensive surveillance 
of the purported plotters. 

The Crown says the home¬ 
grown group was dedicated 
to supporting violent jihad by 
whatever means possible. 

Federal lawyer Jason 
Walcely said during opening 
arguments this week that 
the three men agreed to raise 
money, send cash abroad, 
take paramilitary training, 
make and use explosives, and

Amnesty fears

Seoul officials said the meet¬ 
ing was requested by North 
Korea, which has launched a 
recent charm offensive after 
raising tensions last spring 
with repeated threats to fire 
nuclear-tipped missiles against 
Seoul and Washington.

U.S. District Judge John G. 
Heyburn II concluded Wed¬ 
nesday that Kentucky must 
recognize same-sex marriages 
performed in other states, 
striking down part of the 
state’s marriage ban and say¬ 
ing Kentucky’s laws treat gays 
and lesbians differently in a 
“way that demeans them.” 
The constitutional ban on 
same-sex marriage was ap¬ 
proved by voters in 2004. 

“Assigning a religious or 
traditional rationale for a 
law does not make it con¬ 
stitutional when that law 
discriminates against a class 
of people without other rea¬ 
sons,” wrote Heyburn, an ap¬ 
pointee of former President 


George H.W. Bush. 

The decision came in law¬ 
suits brought by four gay and 
lesbian couples seeking to 
force the state to recognize 
their out-of-state marriages. 

Heyburn did not rule on 
whether the state could be 
forced to perform same-sex 
marriages. The question was 
not included in the lawsuit. 

The news comes as two 
homosexual couples challen¬ 
ging a ban in neighbouring 
Texas on same-sex marriage 
took their case to federal 
court on Wednesday in the 
wake of recent legal victor¬ 
ies in two other conservative 
states.

Murderer given lethal 
injection in Florida 
jail despite supreme 
court appeal 


A man has been executed in 
Florida for raping and kill¬ 
ing a 9-year-old boy 18 years 
ago, a death that spurred the 
victim’s parents to press na¬ 
tionwide for stronger sexual 
predator confinement laws. 

Authorities say 46-year- 
old Juan Carlos Chavez was 
pronounced dead at 8:17 p.m. 
Wednesday after a lethal in¬ 


jection at Florida State Prison. 

Chavez abducted Jimmy 
Ryce at gunpoint after the 
boy got off a school bus on 
Sept. 11,1995, in rural south¬ 
western Miami-Dade County. 

Ryce’s parents turned the 
tragedy’s pain into a push 
for stronger U.S. laws re¬ 
garding confinement of sex¬ 
ual predators and improved 
police procedures in missing 
child cases. Their foundation 
provided hundreds of free 
canines to law enforcement 
agencies to aid in searches for 
children. 

Last-minute appeals tem¬ 
porarily delayed Wednes¬ 
day’s planned execution as 
Chavez’s most recent round 


of state and federal court ap¬ 
peals focused on claims that 
Florida’s lethal injection pro¬ 
cedure is unconstitutional, 
that he didn’t get due process 
during clemency hearings 
and that he should have an 
execution stay to pursue addi¬ 
tional appeals in the federal 
courts. 

The Florida Supreme 
Court, however, refused Wed¬ 
nesday morning to stay the 
execution to allow Chavez 
time to pursue those chal¬ 
lenges, and the U.S. Supreme 
Court followed suit hours 
later. The appeals prompted a 
more than two-hour delay in 
Chavez’s execution.

Georgia on Wednesday called 
on foreign visitors to the Win¬ 
ter Olympics to keep out of Ab¬ 
khazia, a Russia-aligned break¬ 
away territory just south of 
Sochi along the Black Sea coast. 

The International Olym¬ 
pic Committee, however, said 
there was no reason not to go 
to Abkhazia. 

Abkhazia declared in¬ 
dependence shortly after Rus¬ 
sian forces crushed the Geor¬ 
gian army in a brief 2008 war, 
but most of the world still 
considers it Georgian territoiy. 
Only Russia, Venezuela, Nicar¬ 
agua and two Pacific island na¬ 
tions have recognized Abkhazia 
as an independent country. 

Russia’s attempts to facili¬ 
tate travel across its border 
with Abkhazia, only five kilo¬ 
metres (three miles) south of 
Olympic venues, was “a provo¬ 


cation aimed at undermining 
the sovereignty and territorial 
integrity of Georgia” and “mis¬ 
leading foreign citizens,” the 
Georgian Foreign Ministry said 
in a statement. 

Asked the IOC’s view on 
Olympics visitors going to Ab¬ 
khazia, IOC spokesman Mark 
Adams said “why not.” 

“The talks and exchanges 
between the two governments, 
that’s entirely been to the two 
governments,” he said. “In 
terms of going to Abkhazia ... 
well if it’s safe, people will go 
there.” the associated press

An activist who shed the light 
on the environmental impact 
of Olympic construction in 
Sochi was ordered Wednesday 
to serve three years in prison 
for spray-painting a fence. 

A court in the regional cap¬ 
ital of Krasnodar converted 
the suspended sentence given 
to Yevgeny Vitishko in 2012 
into a prison term, accord¬ 


ing to his lawyer, Alexander 
Popkov. 

Vitishko and another 
activist, Suren Gazaiyan, were 
found guilty in 2012 of “delib¬ 
erate destruction of property” 
for spray-painting the fence 
of what they said was a local 
governor’s property in a na¬ 
tional forest where construc¬ 
tion is forbidden. 

Human Rights Watch 
called on the International 
Olympic Committee to urge 
Russian authorities to free the

Extremists attack 
northeast town 

Hundreds of Islamic extrem¬ 
ists posing as soldiers at¬ 
tacked a northeast Nigerian 
town for hours, killing 39 
people and razing a mosque 
and more than 1,000 homes, 
survivors said Wednesday. 

In the ruins of the 
burned-out mosque, bodies 
covered in cloth lay ready 
for burial Wednesday, in¬ 


cluding three small shrouds 
covering children who did 
not look more than 10 years 
old. 

“Why us? Why us?” one 
woman wailed, trying to 
understand why militants 
set on creating an Islamic 
state in Nigeria would attack 
a town of mainly Muslim 
farmers. 

Numerous villages in the 
area have been attacked and 
hundreds have been killed 
in recent months.

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Privatization 
failures spark 
unrest in Bosnia 



Sarajevo is burning. 

Collapse of more than 
80 % of privatized 
companies has ignited 
widespread anger 


The recent violence in Bosnia, 
with scenes of burning govern¬ 
ment buildings and protesters 
pelting police with stones, has 
many root causes. One of them 
is the failed privatizations of 
state-owned companies. 

When Bosnia abandoned 
communism about two dec¬ 
ades ago, officials devised a 
plan that wouldn’t mean mass 
layoffs for state workers. It 
was supposed to be a smooth 
transition after the 1992-1995 
war that left 100,000 dead and 
devastated the countiy’s infra¬ 
structure. 

But it has been a disaster for 
people like Munevera Drugo- 
vac, a 58-year-old widow, who 
works for a company that was 
bought by a businessman in 
2004. She hasn’t been paid in 
19 months. 

“Back then, I didn’t have 


electricity and heating because 
of the war,” she said. “Now, I 
don’t have it because of unpaid 
bihs.” 

More than 80 per cent of 
privatizations have failed, be¬ 
coming a core reason behind 
Bosnia’s worst unrest since 
the end of the war. Many well- 
connected tycoons have swept 
into these companies, stripping 
them of their assets, declaring 
bankruptcy and leaving thou¬ 


sands without jobs or with 
minimal pay. 

After the breakup of social¬ 
ist Yugoslavia, Bosnians knew 
little about capitalism and 
relied on Westerners for advice. 

“We entered the process of 
privatization with people who 
had no idea what a market 
economy was and without a 
rule of law,” economist Svet¬ 
lana Cenic said. “That’s a recipe 
for disaster.” the associated press

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The Unsinkable Olympian 
achieves ultimate victory 


Book. Silken Laumann's 
new memoir is a highly 
candid and brave look 
into her past before 
she became an athlete

Former Olympian Silken Lau- 
mann has had her highs and 
lows. 

A debilitating rowing in¬ 
jury left her leg shattered mere 
weeks before the Barcelona 
Olympics. Five painful oper¬ 
ations and countless rehabilita¬ 
tion hours later, she was thrust 
into the spotlight with an un¬ 
forgettable bronze-winning 
comeback during the 1992 
Games. Laumann should have 
been on top of the world, but 
she was also struggling with a 
dark past. 

In Unsinkable: My Untold 
Story, Laumann’s prequel to 
her public life, she writes that 
her upbringing was laced with 
abuse and anxiety that led to 
an eating disorder and experi¬ 
mentation with cutting herself. 
Years later, her early traumas 
and insecurities magnified as 
she struggled to come to terms 
with leaving her rowing career 
and splitting with her husband. 

She says: “I always shared 
my life openly with Canadians, 
whether it was what I felt dur¬ 
ing the accident or what I went 
through in my divorce. But, as 
I was processing the wounds of 
the past and healing, I felt I was 
presenting an inauthentic ver-

sion by not sharing the whole 
stoiy of what it was like to be 
a kid in my house and growing 
up.” While writing the mem¬ 
oir, she took a step back and 
dug deep in order to emotion¬ 
ally reconnect to the experien¬ 
ces she had as a child to young 
adult. “I tried to write the book 
with a certain type of freedom, 
and it took a lot for me to get 
the courage to tell the whole 
stoiy.” 

Now that her diaiy of sorts 
has been published for all to 
see, Laumann says: “I hope 
readers see this as a human 
journey of somebody who as¬ 
pired to Olympic greatness, but 
can still have moments of ex¬ 
treme doubt and experiences 
that can crush them. 

“But that being unsinkable 
means no matter what hap¬ 
pens you keep going, you stay 
afloat. I hope it encourages 
people to really connect with 
each other and allows them to 
be more open no matter where 
they are in life or what they are 
experiencing.”

Deen’s fortunes took a 
dive last year after com¬ 
ments she made under oath 
during proceedings in a 
lawsuit, namely that she had 
used racial slurs in the past, 
became public. The Food 
Network dropped Deen, as 
did pork producer Smith- 
field Foods, book publisher 
Ballantine and several other 
companies that paid her to 
endorse their products.

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Snack Matzo Chocolate

1. Lay matzos on foil-lined 
rimmed baking sheet, breaking 
to cover sheet completely Set 
aside. 

2. In saucepan, bring butter 
and brown sugar to boil over 
medium-high heat; boil until 
slightly thickened, 2 to 3 min¬ 
utes. Pour over matzos, spread¬ 
ing evenly with offset spatula. 

3. Bake in 325 F (160 C) oven 
until bubbly and golden, about 
7 minutes. Let cool for 5 min¬ 
utes. 

4. Sprinkle with chocolate 
chips; let stand until melted, 
about 2 minutes. Using offset 
spatula, spread chocolate over 


matzos. 

5. Sprinkle with almonds and 
salt. Refrigerate until chocolate 
is firm, about 1 hour. Break into 
shards. (Make-ahead; Refriger¬ 
ate in airtight container for 
up to 3 days.)

Whisk in cocoa powder and 
salt. 

3. Pour into twelve 3/4-cup (175 
ml) ramekins; place on rimmed 
baking sheet. (Make-ahead; 
Cover and refrigerate for up to 
24 hours. Bake as directed, add¬ 
ing 5 minutes to baking time.) 

4. Bake in 425 F (220 C) oven 
until edges are set and centres 


are slightly jiggly when lightly 
tapped, about 15 minutes. Let 
cool on pan on rack for 3 min¬ 
utes. Run knife around edges 
and turn out onto plates. Gar¬ 
nish with strawberries, and 
whipped cream (if using).

3-D shapes 


More than just 
dying — shibori 
is sculptural, too 

A sort of “memoiy on 
cloth,” Shibori also en¬ 
compasses Issey Miyake’s 
revolutionaiy pleated cloth¬ 
ing, fulling and felting, and 
other methods of trans¬ 
forming natural fabrics into 
3-D shapes. 

The work of Hiroyulci 
Murase exemplifies both 
the 3-D possibilities of shi¬ 
bori and the bridge between 
traditional and new. Murase 
grew up in Arimatsu, Japan, 



where shibori has been 
done using traditional 
techniques for 400 years. 
Today, his array of Lumin¬ 
aires lampshades and haute 
couture fabrics, designed 
for the likes of Christian 
Dior, are the cutting edge of 
modern shibori.

Rediscovering tie-dye. 

Designer collections 
embrace the hand¬ 
crafted beauty of 
Japanese shibori 


From tablecloths, duvet covers 
and iPhone cases to wallpaper 
and startling calf-skin wall 
hangings, the ancient Japanese 
resist-dying technique of shi¬ 
bori has gone mainstream. Vera 
Wang, Ralph Lauren, Eileen 
Fisher, Levi’s and innumerable 
fibre artists are breathing new 
life into the craft. 

“The stillness and beauty 
of it really centres me,” said 
Oriana DiNella, who recently 
launched her own web-based 
shibori line, including linen 
tableware, pillows, throws and 
large leather wall hangings, all 
made to order and hand-dyed 
in organic indigo. 

“It feels like a rebellion 
against the fashion movement, 
where eveiything seems so fast 
and disposable,” the New York- 
based designer explained. 

Today’s incarnations are 
as different from their early 
Japanese predecessors as they 
are from the wild, tie-dyed 
pieces that became emblem¬ 
atic of the ’60s and 70s. 

There’s a sense of timeless¬ 
ness and calm to the modem 
shibori pieces, and also a re¬ 
newed focus on workmanship 
and functionality. 

“I love the bleeds, the flu¬ 
idity of it. I love how the light 
shades of indigo can be so pale 


and wateiy and the navies can 
be such a deep, deep blue,” 
DiNella said. 

Brooklyn designer Rebecca 
Atwood uses modem fibre- 
reactive dyes for her Blauvelt 
Collection, which includes 
pillows and pouches. And 
home-design purveyor Eskayel 
is creating the look of shibori 
patterns using ink, water and 
watercolours, followed by 
digital printing techniques. 

“We have wallpaper, mgs, 
fabric, pillows, baskets, iPhone 
cases, stationeiy, prints and 
wall hangings. Oh, and poufs,” 
said founder and creative direc¬ 
tor Shanan Campanero, when 
asked about the company’s 
shibori-inspired offerings. 

Compared to the tie-dyes 
of a generation ago, she said, 
today’s shibori-inspired works 
feature patterns that are more 
careful, deliberate and trad¬ 
itional. 


Make shibori at home 


For those inclined to take on 
do-it-yourself projects, shibori 
has never been more access¬ 
ible. It can be done easily at 
home using minimal equip¬ 
ment. 


• Urban Outfitters sells its 
own shibori kits, and lessons 
are widely available online, 
from basic for beginners 
to truly advanced. Martha 
Stewart Living features a 
project on its website using 
a standard pressure cooker 


Vera Wang’s collection is 
centred on bedding, while 
Ralph Lauren’s features swim 
trunks and clothing. Levi’s has 
even come out with shibori-in¬ 
spired jeans. But while mass- 
produced items lack the nu- 
anced appeal of handcrafted 
works, they bring a surprising 
touch of texture and pizazz to 
the familiar. 

Despite widespread inter¬ 
est in shibori in the West, “we 
are still concerned with its 
survival in Japan,” explained 
Yoshilco Iwamoto Wada, au¬ 
thor of Shibori, and Memory 
on Cloth. 

“Adapting shibori to some¬ 
thing contemporaiy is the 
key to its survival,” she said. 
“When the big designers 
come out with it and young 
artists take it in new direc¬ 
tions, then more people here 
and in Japan start to pay atten¬ 
tion.” THE ASSOCIATED PRESS

• Serious shibori artists and 
workshops across the 
country and internation¬ 
ally can be found through 
the Berkeley-based World 
Shibori Network. With a 
membership of dedicated 
artisans in Japan and around 
the globe, it was founded in 
the 1990s because of fears 
that the traditional craft 
would disappear. 


Technique takes shape 



ESKAYEL 


Shibori is slow. It takes 
time, and has been around 
since about the 8th century. 
The word comes from the 
Japanese shiboru, mean¬ 
ing “to wring, squeeze or 
press.” 


• The technique involves 
twisting, tying, crum¬ 
pling, stitching or fold¬ 
ing fabric — usually silk 
or cotton — in various 
ways, transforming the 
two-dimensional ma¬ 
terial into a sculptural, 
three-dimensional form. 


• This sculptural shape is 
then traditionally dyed, 
originally using indigo, 
although a huge variety 
of colours and dyes are 
now used. 


• Sometimes, the same 
fabric is then twisted 
in some other way and 
then dyed again. When 
the wrappings are 
removed, the folds and 
creases where the fabric 
resisted the dye form dis¬ 
tinctive crinkled textures 
and patterns.

Love your pup but not 
what he does to your 
furniture? Expert tips 
on buying pieces that 
can stand up to pets 


Sydney Masters’ dog Angus has 
white fur. But he loves to play 
and dig in the mud, so his paws 
are often brown. And that was a 
factor in Masters’ choice of sofa. 

“We didn’t choose the lovely 
white sofa that I wanted. No! 
We chose a rich dark brown 
leather couch,” said Masters, 
who shares a Manhattan apart¬ 
ment and a home in France 
with her husband, who is 
French, and with Angus, a West 
Highland terrier. 

Finding furniture that dogs 
and cats won’t ruin is a chal¬ 
lenge. Here are some things 
to think about when you’re 
buying furniture, along with 
some ideas for protecting it 
from fur, stains and scratches. 

Leather 

Many dog owners report that 
leather works well as a pooch- 
proof alternative to fabric. “It’s 
that kind of glossed leather that 
repels water and dirt,” Masters 
says. But leather might not 
work for households with cats, 
who may damage it with their 
claws, according to the Amer¬ 


ican Humane Association’s 
chief veterinary adviser Dr. Pa¬ 
tricia Olson. 

Microfibre 

Some cat owners say that 
microfibre, a synthetic, velvety 
suede-lilce material, is a good 
alternative. It’s smoother and 
less appealing to cats than knits 
or woven fabric they can sink 
their claws into. And fur — 
from dogs or cats — is easily 
removed from microfibre with 
a vacuum, lint roller or cloth. 
Microfibre can also be spot- 
cleaned. 

Fabric 

If you own pets and must have 
fabric-covered sofas, consider 
this advice from Jay Jeffers of 
the Jeffers Design Group in 
San Francisco: “I would always 
suggest a fabric with a small 
pattern or texture — a herring¬ 
bone pattern or small check 
creates a great disguise.” 

And don’t be afraid to cam¬ 
ouflage your pet’s fur. “In our 
house, the furniture is in simi¬ 
lar colours to our pets so their 
fur blends in,” Jeffers said. 

Fabric slipcovers with zip¬ 
pers that are easily removed 
and washed are a plus. Some 
brands, like Ilcea, sell fitted 
slipcovers for their sofas so 
they can be replaced easily. 

A couch of their own 
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A dog-sized sofa as an accent piece.

One way to keep pets off your 
furniture is to give them a 
couch of their own. Choices 
abound, from $30 floor pil¬ 
lows at discount pet chains to 
$1,200-$1,400 US custom B- 
Home brand dog beds, sold at 
Jeffers’ design store, Cavalier 
— named for his two cavalier 
King Charles spaniels. En¬ 
chanted Home Pet sells classy 
dog-size sofas that look a lot 
like sofas for humans. They 
run $60 to $300 US depending 
on size, style and place of pur¬ 
chase; they’re available online 
and in store. 

Covering up 

The simplest way to protect 
furniture from pets is a fitted 
slipcover or other covering 
designed to stay put and look 
neat. Matt Kovacs, owner of an 
English bulldog, Lulu, has tried 
a number of covers and rec¬ 
ommends the SureFit brand. 
“Without the covers, furniture 
doesn’t stand a chance.”

Speedskating. Gilmore

How about having Gilmore 
Junio cany the Canadian flag 
into the closing ceremonies 
of the Sochi Olympics, says 
Denny Morrison. 

How about having both 
long-traclc speedslcaters lead 
Canada into Fisht Stadium? 

Morrison, taking the place 
vacated two days earlier by his 
friend and teammate Junio, 
raced to silver in the 1,000 
metres between a pair of Dutch 
skaters Wednesday to write the 
final chapter to a remarkable 
stoiy of selflessness and doing 
the right thing. 

“It’s a dream, a fairytale 
stoiy,” said an emotional 
Morrison after earning his 
third Olympic medal in three 
Games. “It’s difficult to really 
believe that it’s happening.” 

Said Junio: “I think that’s 
the big power of the Olympics. 
Anything can happen. Expect 
the unexpected.” 

Having come back from 
a broken leg the year before, 
Morrison agonizingly clipped 
a skate on his heel at the Can¬ 
adian trials in December, fall¬ 
ing 50 metres from the finish 
fine and failing to qualify for 


the 1,000 metres. There was 
a reslcate an hour later at the 
trials, but his tank was empty 
and he missed out by four-hun¬ 
dredths of a second. 

So the 28-year-old from 
Fort St. John, B.C., came to So¬ 
chi with a place in the 1,500 
metres and team pursuit but 
as a reserve in one of his bread- 
and-butter distances. 

Speed Skating Canada then 
approached Junio, a 23-year-old 
from Calgaiy who was 10th 
in Monday’s 500 metres, and 
asked whether he would con¬ 
sider giving his place up to the 
veteran. 

“It was 100 per cent my de¬ 
cision. They left it in my court,” 
said Junio, who is better in the 
500 than the 1,000. “They said 
‘You can talk to Denny.’ 

“But it was an easy decision. 
The guy’s been skating unreal 
these past few weeks and I 
wanted to see him skate the 
1,000 metres.” 

Junio also had his own rea¬ 
sons. 

“I’ve a lot to learn in the 
1,000 and I think the Olympics, 
representing Canada, isn’t kind 
of the place to learn such les¬ 
sons,” he said. “We’re here to 
perform. So I thought maybe 
in four years, hopefully my 
500 will be good and my 1,000 
will be even better, that I won’t 
have to make this decision. 
Maybe someone will make it 
for me.” the Canadian press

Price gets fust shot in 
gold medal defence 


Men’s hockey Habs 
goalie to start for 
Canada vs. Norway; 
Luongo will get his 
turn against Austria 


Even though Roberto Luongo 
finished the Olympics four 
years ago, he won’t start 
Team Canada’s run at de¬ 
fending that gold medal. 

Coach Mike Babcock chose 
to split the goaltending dut¬ 
ies out of the gate in Sochi so 
it will be Carey Price facing 
Norway in Canada’s opener 
on Thursday while Luongo 
will play Friday against Aus¬ 
tria. 

Babcock delivered the 
news to the goaltenders on 


Quoted 


Wednesday, roughly 36 hours 
before puck drop of the Nor¬ 
way game. Babcock didn’t 
give a rationale for why he 
went with this order. 

“I was going to play one 
of them in (each of) the first 
two games,” Babcock said. “If 
I had put Luongo in, you’d 
be asking me the same ques¬ 
tion.” 

Recent performance cer¬ 
tainly seemed to give Price 
the edge. In his past six NHL 
games for the Montreal Cana- 
diens, Price is 4-1-1 with two 
shutouts, a 1.15 goals-against 
average and .967 save per¬ 
centage. 

Luongo is 1-5-0 with a 3.55 
GAA and .880 save percentage 
in his past six for the Vancou¬ 
ver Canucks. He appeared to 
accept Babcock’s decision. 

“We’re all here to play for 


Team Canada, man,” Luongo 
said. 

“It’s not about one player. 
We’re all pulling the same 
rope. It’s a team game right 
now. It’s not about Roberto 
Luongo or Carey Price or Mike 
Smith. It’s about being part of 
Team Canada. It doesn’t mat¬ 
ter what role you are given, 
you have to embrace it and 
accept it.” 

Price, who will be making 
his Olympic debut, said all 
three goalies were all men¬ 
tally prepared for anyone to 
start the tournament. That 
Babcock called on him this 
time is a career highlight. 

“I seem to have had a lot 
in my young life so far,” Price 
said. “It definitely ranks up 
there.” 

It wasn’t immediately 
clear whether Price and 
Luongo would dress for both 
games, or if Smith would get 
a turn. Babcock also didn’t 
reveal if he has decided on 
a starter for Sunday’s game 
against Finland. 

The decision will likely be 
made based on how well the 
goalies perform in their first 
games, the Canadian press 


Sweden beats Czech Rep. 


Karlsson 
tallies twice in 
opening win 

Erik Karlsson’s impressive 
Olympic debut demon¬ 
strated why Sweden has 
more than enough talent 
to win it all. 

Karlsson scored two 
goals in his first Olympic 
game, captain Henrik 
Zetterberg added a goal 
and Sweden beat the Czech 
Republic 4-2 Wednesday 
night in prehminaiy-round 
play in men’s hockey.

The Canadian luge team 
members know they can 
compete with the best in the 
world. 

On Thursday, they’ll have 
another chance to finally 
break through on the Olym¬ 
pic stage and make Canadian 
luge histoiy in the process. 

Calgary sliders Justin 
Snith, Sam Edney and Alex 
Gough will team with Tristan 
Walker of Cochrane, Alta., in 
the team relay event at the 
Sochi Games. It’s the Olympic 
debut for the format, which 
has one woman, one man and 
one doubles team compete 
together.
